British  Baptists  Reject  Proposal  Thot 
Government  Abandon  Nuclear  Tests 

LONDON  tRNS) 


Delegates 
to  the  annual  assembly  of  the 
Baptist  Union  of  Great  Bi/ain 
and  Ireland  rejected  by  a  nar¬ 
row  margin  a  proposal  that  the 
British  government  abandon 
scheduled  nuclear  testa  on 
Christmas  Island  in  the  South 
Pacific.  The  vote  was  343  338. 

The  assembly  adopted  instead 
a  resolution  urging  the  govern¬ 


ment  to  “make  renewed  and  ur¬ 
gent  efforts"  to  geach  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  United  SUtes 
and  Russia  for  a  ban  on  the 
manufacture  of  atomic  and  hy¬ 
drogen  bombs,"  with  necessary 
safeguards  to  international  In¬ 
spection  and  control."  There 
were  only  two  dissenting  votes. 

Pending  completion  of  such  a 
pact  the  BapUsU  called  for  an 
agreement  to  end  all  nuclear 
testa,  together  with  a  “progrea- 
sive  reduction  of  all  other 
arms."  ^ 

The  defeated  proposal  for  can¬ 
cellation  of  the  Chriatmaa  Is¬ 
land  testa  w.s  in  the  form  of 
an  amendment  to  the  resolu¬ 
tion.  It  said  tuchi  an  action 


by  Briti.sh  sould  be  a  "major 
contribution  to  the  creation  of 
an  atmosphere  in  which  agree¬ 
ment  on  complete  abolition  of 
such  tests  atm  reduction  of  con¬ 
ventional  eiopons  may  be 
reached." 

The  Brttah  Council  of 
Churchec  remntly  adopted,  by 
a  aplit  vote,  a  similar  appeal 
to  the  gover«Iient~1o  abandon 
the  Christmb  Island'  testa,;  The 
action  was  aken  against  the 
advice  of  Dr.  Geoffrey  Francis 
Fisher,  Arckkahop  of  Canter¬ 
bury,  who  iresided  at  the 
council  meetag.
